Blanch Brown brought suit against tho 
defendant for $10,000 
damages 
for 
Wrongful death. 
This petition 
was 
challenged by a demurrer filed by the 
defendant, which was sustained 
by 
Judge Sater in his opinion. 
Section 
201 of the revised statutes of Ohio pro- 
vldes that If a man is killed in the per­ 
formance of his duty In a mine through 
th^ carelessness of the owner, his es­ 
tate shall receive not to exceed $10,- 
0') In damages. 
Judge Sater ruled 
that the suit for damages must be 
brought by wife or lineal heirs of the 
deceased and not by an administrator 
sr administratrix. The court declares 
that no Ohio court bas ruled on this 
Question, but that it has been held by 
Judges in Indiana, Illinois and Missouri, 
each of which states has a statute 
l“ V whose prov Lions are substantially 
the same as those of Ohio, that the ad­ 
ministrator is not the proper person 
to sue, has no standing in court, and is 
hot entitled to recover.

Pa., since last Satur 
Jay, when a terrific explosion in the 
mines 
wrecked 
the 
elevator 
in 
the shaft and snuffed out 
the 
lives 
of miners to a num ber estim ated at 
from 120 up. has carried to the surface 
the bruised, 
mangled 
and 
burned 
bodies of more than 135 men of the 
district. 
The most reliable count of 
the bodies recovered was 124, two- 
thirds of which have been identified. 
That a few bodies are buried under 
slate or other roof structure was con­ 
ceded and it may be several days be­ 
fore these are found. 
But the explora­ 
tion of the workings has been so com­ 
plete that it seems im possible th at 
any considerable num ber of bodies re 
main in the mines. 
The sale of intoxicants in M arianna 
has been prohibited by Coroner Sipe. 
The company has sent in several car­ 
loads of provisions and will provide 
for dependents of victims until other 
plans are formed.

OPEN THEIR DOORS TO WOMEN, 


German Universities Now Admit Stu­ 
dents of the Fair Sex. 


The universities in Saxony and in 
the southern half of the empire—Ba­ 
varia, Baden and Wurteraburg—have 
all opened their doors to female stu­ 
dents, and granted them all academic 
rights, matriculation, graduation, etc. 
Others admit them only as visitors to 
lectures, but refuse- to them all other 
privileges. 
The University of Berlin 
has adopted a compromise, refusing 
matriculation to women, but allowing 
them to attend courses of study as vis­ 
itors, and also, with the approval of 
their instructors, to 
present 
them­ 
selves as candidates for the examina- 
! tions leading to the doctor’s degree. 
I 
During the last winter the 21 Ger­ 
man universities enrolled 220 matricu­ 
lated women, and 2,504 
female 
vis­ 
itors. There was an increase over the 
preceding winter of 35 matriculates 
and of 399 visitors. The matriculates 
were divided among the eight, universl- 
I ties, where they are allowed entrance, 
as follows: 
Munich, 125; Heidelberg, 
65; Freilburg, 53; Leipzig, 36; Jena, 
20; Tubingen, 9; Wurzburg, 8, and 
Erlangen, 4.
